We had all had supper in the dining car, all seven of us. It was very 
pleasant to begin with, very light of heart. It was like a party, with 
every one teasing Cornelius about his new book. 


Teasing?

But what was be doing on the night in question? 


Oh, just making jokes.And drinking, of course. He is always 
drinking. When we all retired to the lounge in our car, he was trying 
to get us all to play cards. I think the literary talk bores him after a 
while. 


What time did you move to the lounge? 
They close the dining car at ten, so we left then. 


Did you all go straight to the lounge en masse? 


No. The Simpsons went to their compartments first. Brandon said 
they had to check their immigration papers. Mary-Beth said that 
they'd already checked them, but then he said she was so careless 
she’d probably made a mistake, and that they’d have to do it 
together. He is a bully, so that was that. They went. 


How long were they gone? 


Mary-Beth was about ten minutes, because I remember the little 
clock chiming once for the quarter hour, the moment she came in. 

Oh yes, and Vladimir, when 
everyone had sat down, everyone except the Simpsons, that is, he 
said he would go and get vodka and playing cards from his room.

For bow long bad you known the deceased? 


I only met him a couple of weeks ago. This magazine, an English 
Magazine, wanted me to interview him, you know, one novelist to 
another, and I come to France a lot anyhow, so I popped down to 
see him at the villa. Ended up staying for a spot of holiday. Bit of 
fishing with the idle rich, sharpens one’s critical faculties, you know. 
Gets the juices flowing. 


I understand that there was an element of resentment or 
bitterness betiveen the tivo of you. 


No more than between me and anyone else. You don’t want to 
believe everything you read you know. It’s all written by people like 
me you see.A bit of rivalry between two writers makes a good story 
if a ship hasn’t sunk for a week or two.There were one or two 
uncanny similarities between my work and his, but that’s normal. 
Nothing new under the sun and all that. We got on well. 


Tell me about the night in question. 


It was just like any other really, except Cornelius was desperately 
trying to get us all worked up about his book. I’d been trying to 
interview him about it for a fortnight, and he hadn’t given me 
anything worth writing down, so I wasn’t really expecting him to 
deliver the goods.Those Yanks though seemed to be lapping up 
every word, as if their very lives depended on it.The girl too, was all 
pie-eyed about it.I don’t think the Russian, or whatever he is, really 
knew what was going on. He just smiled and said “Cheers!” a lot. He 
looked completely stumped when he was handed his resume. 

I don’t think his reading in English is as good as he pretends. 


His resumé? Were you given a copy each? 


Oh yes. This was all part of the joke. Corny spends ages building up 
this special sneak preview of his new book, then instead of the 
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“hour with the master” we'd all been expecting, he gives us out what 
he says was a summary of the new novel, but all it is is a joke. 


A joke? 


Yes, a Well-tailored joke. What he’d done was write a synopsis of a 
novel that was about each of us. For a nasty moment I thought mine 
was a real summary, and that he'd put the boot in for the things I] 
said about him last year.Then I glanced at Lucinda’s copy, and hers 
was different. 


What did yours say? 


Oh, it was about an embittered middle-aged novelist who was 
convinced that a dashing young novelist had plagiarised one of his 
books. It was called “The Sound Of Stolen Thunder”. It showed real 
vanity, real thoughtless arrogance, but it was amusing, and that was 
the point. People can forgive the sharpest insult if it makes them 
laugh. Except no one else was laughing, apart from Corny himself, of 
course. Everyone was staring in horror at their scrap of paper. Then 
they all checked with the person sitting next to them. Well, at least 
they tried to, but no one wanted anyone else to see theirs. When 
they had all established that they were all different, and that it was a 
joke, there were a couple of forced smiles, you know acknowledging 
the joke.

Did you return your synopsis to Cornelius? 


Who knows, it 
might be worth a fortune in a few years, when I’m old and grey and 
forgotten. It’s in my case, I think, I can show it to you, if you want. 


Did anyone else return theirs? 


J don’t think so. Brandon crumpled his up in a tough sort of way. 
He’s obviously seen too many of his own films. Vladimir seemed to 
take ages to read his. Lucinda was sitting next to me, and she seemed 
quite upset with hers. 
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What bappened next? 


Well, the train pulled into Chargot, which is a longish stop to take 
on provisions and what-have-you, and the stop acted as punctuation 
in the conversation. Brandon saw his opportunity, and dragged his 
wife out. They started arguing the second they were in the corridor.

When did you actually neet bin for the first time? 


Only a couple of weeks back, but having read his books, and having 
heard all Mary-Beth’s stories about him, I feel I’ve known the guy all 
mv life. He talked my kinda language. I mean, primarily I was out 
visiting the little lady, but you know, any friend of hers... 


So the purpose of your trip was puvely recreational? 


Exactly. ?ve been working so hard, picture after picture, and the 
studio have been begging me for months now to take a holiday. 
Marvin himself had to take me into his offices and beg me to kick 
back for a bit.

How long bad you known Mr Vernon for? 


I only met him in the flesh at the beginning of May, but we had been 
in correspondence for over a year. 


Why did you initiate this correspondence? 


Cornelius Vernon is...was the most talented, expressive and 
courageous novelist working in English, perhaps in any language, of 
the modern age.I nurse aspirations, aspirations which I’m sure seem 
merely fanciful to some, of becoming a writer, so what better 
nursery for a budding scribe than to drink from such a fountain of 
inspiration. 


But badn't be only written one book? 


Two, actually. There was a volume of short stories, “The Flaming 
Muse”. Inspector, do you know much of literature? 


In my own language, a little. I bave to admit Iam unfamiliar 
with the work of Mr Vernon. 


Well, put it this way. Richard Steels, who was heralded as a major 
voice of the immediate post-war period, managed to say far less with 
three novels written over a twelve year period than Cornelius 
managed to do in one novel written in under a year. 


Tunderstand you conducted a similar correspondence with 
Mr Steels, before moving onto Mr Vernou. 


Look, it’s no secret that a few poison pens in literary circles have 
described me as a “camp follower” and much worse, but I want to 
make it very clear that my relationship with Messrs Steels and 
Vernon was wholly platonic, and purely professional. 1 came to them 
to learn, nothing more. 


So there was uothing in your relationship with Vernon that 
could bave caused tension betiveen him and anyone else tu 
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the travelling party? 


No. No. But people have imaginations, and some people have rather 
fetid and lascivious imaginations. 


Do you have anyone in mind? 


It’s difficult to know where to start! It was such a strange 
atmosphere. I arrived at the villa in May, and there was already so 
much tension there. Mary-Beth was hanging off Cornelius, desperate 
to make her name from his. There was this creepy Russian hanging 
round, dragging Cornelius off on all-night drinking and gambling 
binges. And then Steels turns up, adding fuel to the flames.A paper 
paid him to write this article on someone who had effectively 
stolen all his limelight and reputation, and to this day I can’t believe 
he accepted it.To me it would be like having to work for someone 
who had seduced my husband. 


Did they argue a lot? 


No. Steels was just really snide about everything, the novel, the 
fame, me even. And he did his best to eat and drink Cornelius out of 
house and home. And as if all that weren’t enough, Brandon turns 
up, which really made things worse. 


Because of the rumours concerning his wife? 


A bit, I suppose. It was mainly his questions about Cornelius’ new 
novel. Every meal would turn into this really purposeful 
interrogation about the subject, or the “story” as he kept on calling 
it, how many characters it had, where it was set. They were always 
really ignorant, stupid questions, and even though Cornelius had 
always said he wasn’t revealing anything, Brandon would keep 
asking, so Cornelius would just pull his leg and make things up, but 
Brandon was so stupid that he’d believe it, and then get furious 
because it was always different to the last time.

I 
try later, and I hear a woman's voice in his compartment, so I 
cannot, in case 1s Maude and she come into hers. 


Did it sound like Maude? 


I didn’t listen. I go back to my room to hide the pearls, then I go 





back to lounge. Then I hear glass breaking and the rest is as I tell 
you. But when I go to my room, after the police come, someone has 
been there. Is revolver on my bed. 


You didn't think to report this? 


Then you think I am killer. So I keep it, then put it in the sea at 
Marseilles. 


I bave to tell you we found a cartridge under your pillow. 
How do you explain that? 


Is not me! Is not me! He was my friend. Why would [ kill him? 
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Inspector Perciflage and 
Richard Steels. 


In our last meeting, I feel you misled me about the nature of 
your relationship with Mr Vernon. Other witnesses bave 
disagreed with the picture of good-natured rivalry that you 
painted. 


Really? Well I suppose I did gloss over some things. One doesn’t like 
to speak ill of the dead you know. 


I've read Vernon’s resumé. Did you really think be had 
plagiarised your work? 


No, not really. I suppose my real gripe is that both our novels are 
about the experience of the Great War, an experience which he 
only picked up through reading books like mine. 


Whereas you bad lived it? 


Exactly. It was more galling as a veteran than as a writer. Yes, I did 
resent his success, and I probably behaved quite churlishly at times. 
But at the end of the day, his actual writing is probably flashier and 
more modish than mine. Dammit, maybe he was just better than 
me.As you get older, I think it’s easier to accept these things. 


On the night of the murder, you said you saw Lucinda 
Compton, after you beard a shot. Can you describe what 


you saw? 


She was in the corridor, and, as I think I said, she was in a hurry, 
going into the toilet. She was holding one of her gloves in her hand. 


Did she acknowledge you? 


No. I think she saw me, but she didn’t acknowledge me. Did she say 
she saw me? 
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In which direction were you travelling? 


From my carriage to their carriage, so towards the back of the train. I 
saw her from the doorway connecting C and D. 


Earlier you said you had a cigarette on the platform with the 
waiter who served you at dinner. You were served by a 
waitress at dinner. 


Did I say dinner? Sorry, meant luncheon. Pierre, his name is, from 
Perpignon. Ask him if you don’t believe me. Talked about fishing, as I 
remember it. Or was it shooting? They'll shoot anything these 
Frenchies.And who can blame ‘em, eh? 


Anything else? 

Oh, yes. I heard the American, Brandon or whatever, shouting, “Let’s 
sort this out, here and now!” Didn’t think much of it at the time. With 
some couples you get the impression they argue all the time. With 
hindsight, maybe he wasn’t talking to his wife. 

What time was this? 

Oh, I don’t know, before midnight sometime. About two or three 
minutes before the shots. Then I heard him storming around in his 
compartment. 


But you didn't see him leave? 


No. No, I didn’t. Then everything was just as I told you.As far as I can 
remember. 
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Inspector Perciflage and 
Mary-Beth Simpson. 


I have a witness who saw you leaving Cornelius Vernon’s 
compartment at around 11.35pm, at which time you told me 
you were in the washroom. How do you explain this? 


I didn’t tell you for Maude’s sake. She was upset enough, without 
me making things worse. 


Did she have reason to be upset? 


About me and Cornelius? I guess so. Occasionally you meet 
someone who is just right for you, you know, there’s a chemistry. 
You're French, you must understand that. We had something very 
special, which was cut short by this horrible event. 


Did your busband know about this? 


No, but I think he’d guessed. He was furious enough with Cornelius 
about the novel. 


What interest did he have in the novel? 


Brandon wasn't here to visit me! He’s desperate, he’s gotta get a 
script that hits as they say. He knows nothing about books, but he 
hears me going on about “this Vernon guy”, as he calls him, he sees 
the sales figures, and he gets interested. Only Cornelius has already 
sold the rights to the first book to some two-bit English guy, on 
Maude’s insistence. So Brandon comes out here to secure the rights 
to the second novel, and Cornelius plays cat-and-mouse with him 
for a couple of weeks. Brandon was near snapping point. It meant a 
lot to him. 


So what happened? 


Nothing. 


Nothing? 


Nothing. There was no novel. 
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No novel? 

Nothing. Zilch. 1 guess Cornelius had spent too much time with me, 
and in the casino too. He lost interest in it. 

Who else knew about this? 


Brandon, cos J told him before I went to bed. I imagine Maude 
knew, too. It must’ve destroyed her. All that time, money and effort 
she put in. 


How did Brandon react? 

He was furious. Understandably. He wanted to sort it out with 
Cornelius straight away. I persuaded him to wait until the morning 
but of course he never got the chance. 

Can you be sure of that? 

Yeah. He carried on reading and I got ready for bed. I had just got 
under the covers when we heard the glass breaking. 

Did you see anyone pass your compartment before this? 


Well, only a waiter or waitress. 


But you didn't recognise them? 


No! If I couldn’t tell if it was a man or a woman, it’s hardly likely [’d 
recognise them, is it? 


And you're sure no one else went past in the direction of the 
lounge? 


Sure am.I saw a woman carrying what looked looked a white glove, 
run past the other way just after we heard the glass shatter, but no 
one else went towards the lounge, of that I’m sure.

The interview was conducted in the Infirmarie $t-Germain and 
Doctor Pascal Blier (the interviewee’s doctor) was present 
throughout. 

(Dr Blier) I reserve the right to conclude the interview at any point, 
and I must ask you to appreciate that the subject is in a very fragile 
phase of recovery. 


Of course doctor. Lucinda, on the night in question, did you 
go into Cornelius’ room? 


Yes. 

Why? 

I was angry. 
Why? 


All Summer he told me I would see the new book. All Summer. Then 
he gives us a resumé. But he just mocks me again. 


What bappened when you went in? 


He...he said “I thought you'd come”...he thought...he thought I was 
interested in him, you know...like that. 


What bappened next? 
(silence) 
He was all over me. Hands everywhere. Like an animal. 


And then? 
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I just... just meant to frighten him. I just wanted him to stop. 
What bappened? 


Mummy’s little gun. Mummy’s teensy-weensy little gun. I just meant 
to frighten him. I just wanted him to stop. 


Did the gun go off? 

I just meant to frighten him. I just wanted him to stop. 
Lucinda, did the gun go off? 

I just meant to frighten him. I just wanted him to stop. 


(Dr Blier) I don’t think it would be wise to dwell on this part of the 
trauma any longer. 


After you left, did you take off one of your gloves? 

Yes. Just like Lady Macbeth. Just like Lady Macbeth. 

And you went into the toilet? 

Yes. Lady Macbeth in the toilet. I just meant to frighten him. I just 


wanted him to stop.

Inspector Perciflage’s Notes. 


Cornelius compartment - no connecting door to Maude’s 
compartment. No one could have gained access via window without 
crossing busy railway tracks. 

One bullet fired from derringer and one fired from murder 
weapon. 

Webley was thrown into the sea by Vladimir. lf murderer why wait 
until Marseilles? 

lf Viadimir is telling truth, who had access to his room between 
murder and his supposed discovery of the pistol? 

Cornelius killed by only one bullet - therefore what happened to the 
other bullet? 

Did anyone except Lucinda hear any actual shots or just breaking 
glass? 

Significance of breaking clock glass: occurred at same time as 
killing? 


If so, who does not have an alibi at that time? 





CONCLUSION 


This is the end of Inspector Perciflage’s dossier. 


The file contained all the necessary information to identify 
the murderer, as well as several red herrings and dead ends. 
It’s now time to decide who the guilty party is but before 
you turn over to check the solution, think of your career. 


Early promotion to the rank of detective depends on your 


ability to crack this case. 


Check through your notes carefully and compare them to 


those of your old friend, Jacques Perciflage. 


(The first page of the solution is in mirror-writing, to stop an 
accidental glance ruining the book - hold the book up to a 
mirror when you turn the page, and all will be revealed!) 
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PROCESS OF DEDUCTION: 


The 0.22 calibre derringer found at the scene of the crime was 
not the murder weapon. We know, from the Coroner’s Report, 
that the bullet which killed Cornelius was fired from a heavier 
0.38 calibre gun. The murder weapon must therefore have been 
the Webley found in the sea at Marseilles. 

As only one shot was fired from the Webley then it must have 
been a bullet from Lucinda’s derringer which hit the clock on 
the platform on the other side of the tracks. 

The glass on the clock was heard shattering at 11.55pm. In 
Lucinda’s final interview she admits she was in Cornelius’ 
room, trying to push off his unwanted attentions Chers is the 
female voice Vladimir Kielov hears in Cornelius’ room when he 
attempts to return Maude’s pearls for the second time). She 
admits she fired her gun but only in warning and says she 
heard another bang straight after her gun went off.The second 
shot could not have come from her gun (only one shot was 
fired), so the murder must have taken place at 11.55pm or very 
soon thereafter, for the body was found at 00.05am. 


So who had access to Cornelius’ room around 11.55pm/? 


We can eliminate Maude Malmaison Vernon and 

Vladimir Kielov as suspects because they both said that they 
were together in the lounge when they heard the clock’s glass 
shattering and we know that the murderer acted alone. 
Similarly we can discount Mary-Beth and Brandon Simpson 
because they too had each other as alibis. When Mary-Beth 
went to bed at 11.45pm, she had opened the sliding partition 
between their compartments. 








Lucinda Compton was present at the scene of the crime for 
she went to Cornelius’ room to try and persuade him to show 
her the manuscript, after leaving the lounge at 11.40pm. 

Her reaction to the crime perhaps suggested she was the 
perpetrator, but the bullet that killed Cornelius Vernon didn't 
come from “Mummy’s teensy-weensy little gun”. It came from a 
heavier calibre weapon. Furthermore, after firing the derringer 
Lucinda runs into the toilet, where she remains until found by a 
gendarme. 

Because of the location of the toilet, Lucinda could not have 
rushed into Car E and hidden the Webley on Vladimir’s bed, nor 
could she have got rid of the towel in Maude’s room, without 
being seen either by Mary-Beth or by someone in the lounge. 


Richard Steels has no alibi, so he must have been the 
murderer. In the first interview he said he was in bed in his 
compartment from 11.30pm. But later in a second interview, he 
admitted to having heard Brandon shouting about “sorting this 
out, here and now” just before midnight.As Steels compartment 
was in Car A, he could not have overheard this unless he too 
was in Car D. Furthermore he talks about hearing “shots”. 
Earlier, in his first interview, he had nearly slipped up by saying 
he had actually heard a shot, rather than just the breaking glass. 
No one else, apart from Lucinda, heard a single shot, let alone 
two. 

Not only had Richard been lying about going to bed, he had 
also lied about going onto the platform for a smoke. After he 
left the lounge at 11.15pm, he had not stepped outside the 
train; instead he had quickly slipped the anonymous note he 
had written into Cornelius’ room and then gone down to Car G 
to stick the other note he had written on the door of the 
observation carriage. Aware of the interest both Mary-Beth and 


Lucinda had shown Vernon, Steels hoped to lure Cornelius to 
the back of the train, where he planned to shoot him in the 
deserted observation carriage and then forge a suicide note. 
He then returned to his room where he changed into a waiter’s 
uniform, which he had stolen so that he could pass 
unobtrusively along the darkened train, picked up the 0.38 
Webley revolver, a towel to use as a silencer and his night-shirt. 
He then set off for the observation car. 

On his way through Car D just before 11.55pm, he heard the 
commotion in Cornelius’ room and, seizing the moment, shot 
Vernon a split second after Lucinda’s derringer had harmlessly 
discharged itself through the open window into the station 
clock. 

After firing a shot straight into Cornelius’ temple (Steels was an 
ace shot; two of his favourite hobbies were hunting and 
shooting), he nipped round the corner into the washroom. 
While he was doing so, he saw Lucinda rush out of Cornelius’ 
room and tear down the corridor to the toilet at the other end 
of the carriage. 

Inside the washroom, Steels pulled the night-shirt he’d carried 
with him over his clothes (hence Maude noticing his trousers 
beneath his night-shirt) and threw the cabin-staff tunic out of 
the window of the now-moving train. 

On passing the lounge in Car D, he had seen Vladimir talking to 
Maude and so ever opportunistic, he nipped into the next 
carriage, threw the gun on Vladimir’s bed, and, as an extra 
precaution, hid the spent cartridge under the pillow, having 
wiped both clean. 

Returning to the lounge, he realised he still had his makeshift 
towel silencer, which he tossed through the open door into the 
bin in Maude’s room, before joining Maude and Vladimir in the 


lounge. 








”“ FURTHER INFORMATION 


Maude Malmaison Vernon did not leave the lounge until she 
found her dead husband at 00.05am.The only time she was 
alone in the lounge was between 11.45pm, when Mary-Beth 
Simpson went to bed, and when Vladimir returned just before 
the glass shattered, so she could not have killed Cornelius. 


“Vladimir Kielov” was really Robert Gough. Cornelius had by 
chance seen the crucial early edition of The Times and realised 
that his “collecting for the White Russian cause” was a scam. He 
promptly began using this to blackmail a share of Gough's ill- 
gotten gains to feed his gambling habit. Gough was neither 
murderer nor Soviet assassin, merely a petty thief and con-man 
who had seen a great opportunity to improve his lot. 
Frightened by what he had read in Cornelius’ resume, he had 
gone to his room when he left the lounge at 11.20pm and 
collected Maude’s pearls, which he had stolen earlier in the 
evening when he went to collect vodka and playing cards from 
his room. 

He planned to return the pearls but was unable to do so after 
seeing Mary-Beth leave Cornelius’ room at 11.35pm. He tried to 
return them again later but was frightened off by a female 
voice, Which he assumed belonged to Maude but was in fact 
Lucinda, at around 11.50pm. In the end he returned the pearls 
to his room and went back to the lounge, arriving seconds 
before the glass shattered. 


Brandon Simpson returned to his compartment at 11.05pm 
and didn’t leave it until after the dead body was found. Brandon 
told Inspector Perciflage that he and his wife did “the whole 
sweet dreams bit” at 11.45pm, but really Mary-Beth was telling 


Brandon that there was no novel. Brandon, whose career 
depended upon securing the script, was furious with Cornelius 
and his little joke with the resumés and was overheard by 
Richard Steels shouting “Let’s sort this out here and now”. 
Mary-Beth explained that she managed to calm him down and 
confirmed that Brandon did not leave the compartment 
thereafter, for as she got ready for bed she could see Brandon 
reading his book. 

They were together in their respective compartments, with the 
partition open, at the time of the murder because, as Brandon 
reveals, they had a conversation about the glass shattering and 
the ensuing commotion in the corridor of Car D. 


Mary-Beth Simpson did go into Cornelius’ compartment on 
the night of the murder but she had left it by 11.35pm when 
she went into the lounge to talk to Maude for ten minutes 
before retiring at 11.45pm. After returning to her compartment 
she remained there - as explained above. 


Lucinda Compton was far too wrapped up in her struggle 
with Cornelius to see Steels but she did hear the minor sound 
of her gun and the more powerful yet muffled sound of Steels’ 
weapon, hence her hospital chant. 

She actually believes herself to be the (accidental) killer. 
While inside the toilet, after firing the derringer, Lucinda 
flushed her glove, which was burned by the smoke from her 
rather ancient and dirty weapon and stained with Vernon’s 
blood, down the toilet. 


The waiter whom both Vladimir Kielov and Mary-Beth Simpson 
spotted going down the corridor of carriage D was Steels in his 
waiter guise, moments before the murder took place. 
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DETECTIVE!
